As time passes and the months lengthen into years since the gift 
of the Nichols Memorial Library to the town of Kingston, the wis- 
dom of the donor in selecting this particular form of memorial 
becomes more and more apparent. One needs only to observe 
the number of patrons, children as well as adults, who enter its 
door on a library day to feel that our citizens appreciate the oppor- 
tunities afforded them for mental culture and refreshment and are 
improving them. And the remarks let fall from time to time by 
out of town visitors on the beauty of our building show that the 
architects made no mistake in combining the useful and the artistic 
in their plans for the structure. 

All but one of the half dozen ivies set out last year passed 
successfully through their first winter and by their growth in the 
following summer gave promise of the beauty which will appear 
upon their further development. 

The report of the librarian shows the gratifying addition of three 
hundred and forty-five volumes during the past year, making a 
total of three thousand one hundred and seventy-two, as compared 
with seven hundred and eighty-two in the old town library only 
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three years ago. The average number of books given out per 
week increases steadily each year, thereby indicating a correspond- 
ing increase of interest on the part of the patrons. The report of 
1898 shows an average issue of fifty-five books per week, with a 
total circulation of two thousand eight hundred and sixty ; now the 
average issue is one hundred and three and the total circulation 
five thousand three hundred and fifty-six. 

The town is again indebted to Sanborn Seminary for putting 
another one hundred dollars’ worth of new books on our shelves, 
and to the United States government for the gift of one hundred 
and thirty-three volumes, one hundred and twenty of which are the 
official Union and Confederate Records of the War of the Re- 
bellion. The reading room also, well provided, as it is, through 
the wise generosity of Mr. Nichols, with current periodicals, con- 
tinues to attract young and old, supplying them with timely and 
wholesome.reading matter, the record of the best thought of the 
day. 

We may justly be proud of our library and rejoicein the good 
work which it is quietly doing among us by elevating the character 
and tone of our people in the very important particular of direct- 
ing, to a large extent, their reading. Some wise man has said 
“Tell me what you read and I will tell you what you are.” The 
vital importance, then, of such an institution as this of ours cannot 
be too strongly emphasized. 

Out of the four or five thousand books published annually in 
this country alone, we can of course, with the limited means at our 
command, select but a very few. An attempt is made, however, 
to include in this selection only good books, apportioning them to 
the different departments with a view to the various demands of 
the readers. 

Our thanks are hereby extended to all donors of books or 
periodicals, as also to Miss Edna Kimball for type-writer assistance 
in cataloguing. 

We recommend the usual appropriation.

Report of Board of Health. 


During the past year this town has been remarkably free from 
contagious disease, and in the few cases which have appeared, the 
spread of contagion has been prevented by prompt isolation and 
the intelligent care of those having charge of the sick. 

There were several cases of scarlet fever in the early part of the 
year, occurring in the same family and contracted from causes 
mentioned in our last report. 

In February a case of typhoid fever occurred, and in April one 
of diphtheria. All the patients made good recoveries. 

Let the people bear in mind that this class of contagious diseases 
are preventable, and with intelligent co-operation with the efforts 
of the health officers, they may hope to escape epidemics such as 
have heretofore visited this as well as other towns. 

Let us remember that these so-called filth diseases do not arise 
from filth alone, but that filthy surroundings furnish the most favor- 
able conditions for the growth and propagation of the germs which 
give rise to these diseases. So let us be careful that our wells are 
kept free from surface drainage or contamination by leaching from 
cesspools, privies, pigstyes, barnyards or other sources of filth. 
Keep cesspools and privies in a good condition by cleaning fre- 
quently and using plenty of disinfectants and absorbents. Fresh, 
dry earth or ashes can be obtained by all, and will absorb liquid 
and prevent odors from decomposition. 

Let us keep our cellars free from decaying vegetables, and well 
ventilated by admitting as much pure air as possible. A damp, 
dirty cellar is a source of danger and a menace to the health of the 
occupants of many houses, and this is certainly inexcusable, for a 
little care and labor will remedy it. : 

Let us hope that the present year may be as free as the past from 
the visitation of preventable diseases. While we cannot expect to 
be entirely free from these diseases, for through the negligence or 
carelessness of somebody they will appear, we may each strive and 
determine that it shall not be through our own fault.
